WATER  SUPPLY.  The  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
outlying  portions  is  served  by  a  piped  supply,  which  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  Corporation.  The  supply  from  Messr 
Bentall  &  Co, Ltd.  for  the  Parish  of  Heybridge  has  now 
ceased. 

PUBLIC  CLEANS.ING.  This  ervice  is  carried  out  by  the 
Corporation,  and  collection  is  by  a  6/7  cubic  yards 
freighter,  with  a  removable  metal  container  for  the 
reception  of  the  contents  of  night  soil  pails.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERKISTON _ OF _ POOD. 

MILK.  The  Farms ,  Dairies  and  Milkshops  are  regularly 
inspected  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Acts  and  Orders  are  being  observed.  A  high  standard  of 
cleanliness  was  maintained  during  the  year  at  these  premises 
Samples  of  Milk  are  taken  for  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction 
Test 5  Coliform  Tests  and  Phosphatase  Test  in  the  case  of 
Pasteurised  Milk, 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.  The  inspection  of 
Food  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  memorandum  on 
Food  Inspection  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  by  a 
Quailified  Inspector.  Special  attention  was  given  to  the 
inspection  of  tinned  foodstuffs, 

BAKEHOUSES  AND  PREPARED  FOOD  PREMISES.  These  premises 
are  inspected  "frequently  for  cleanliness.  Leaflets  were 
issued  during  the  year  calling  the  attention  of  occupiers 
to  the  danger  of  the  spread  of  Alimentary  Infection;  in 
accordance  with  Circular  2198  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  on  the  subject,.
